Referring to your March P.S. column: 

The fall of the hammer in the Ruger 
action expands a good deal of energy 
transverse to the bore axis, resulting, 
inevitably, in vertical transverse vibra- 
tions of the whole she-bang, barrel in- 
cluded; before the bullet is even out of the 
case, let alone the muzzle. 

These vibrations have to vary a bit from 
shot to shot, as will the bullets travel 
relative to the timing of the vibrations. 
Therefore, | think that a group from the 
Ruger that does not exhibit some evi- 
dence of vertical stringing would mean 
ammunition ‘‘regular’’ in every respect 
(quite a tightrope!) plus some luck. 

What do you think?

The first couple of Ruger #1’s to come 
through our shop we worked on so that 
the .030-.040 space between the ends of 
the barrel and the breech block was 
closed up to the point that a .0015 shim 
would not fit in the space. That did im- 
prove things .. . . since that was all that 
we tackled we could say, with some 
degree of assurance, that this improved 
things, and we knew that this was a 
worthwhile step in itself. 

Next one to come through the door, we 
were ready now to expand our horizons. 
A close thread in receiver was cut ona 
small piece of barrel that had a .500 hole 
through its true center. An aluminum lapp 
was turned up a close fit to this. HMMM 
.... what do you know .... the darn block 
face was cocked. This was lapped true 

. small matter, but still some im- 
provement. 

Okay, in a lot of years, working on a 
large number of Winchester single shots, 
Borehardts, Hepburns, Ballards, we have 
found that if the block closes with be- 
tween 2.5 and 5 pounds pressure, the 
gun locks up better, and vertical stringing 
is largely eliminated. The barrel was set 
back enough to this feel. Trouble was, it 
didn’t work in this case; in fact the fired 
case head was now .001 out of square. 

In fitting this up, the rear of the barrel 
contacted only one side of the block, and 
set up a beautiful vibration. A larger 
diameter lap was made, so that the end 
of the barrel had even bearing all around 
the barrel at the block face . . . . no more 
cocked case head. 

The barrel thread on the Ruger is 1”-16 
standard special. It was found that, on 
the receiver... . where it is relieved, just 
in front of the thread, the relief was cut 
“off center’, so this relief on the un- 
threaded area of the barrel thread was 
contacting the side of the receiver just 
enough to shove the barrel out of square. 
Cutting the barrel stub to .998” instead 
of 1.00” let the barrel run in straight, and 
the case head was then true, when fired 
and expanded. 

It has been found here that the majority 
of threads cut in American made re- 
ceivers are out of square with the entire

actions. When sitting up . . . . the barrel 
threads should contact only on the flanks 
of the threads crests and bottoms should 
not touch. The fit is smooth, but not 
loose. Decidedly not an ‘“‘easy fit’! Put a 
generous amount of bearing blue on the 
barrel shoulder, insert the barrel in the 
receiver, and work the barrel in and out 
several times. Do you have an even 
contact all the way around? If not, file off 
the high spot, or with a sharpened end of 
a small file, scrape off the high spots on 
the receiver face. When the barrel is 
pulled up by hand. It should bottom with 
a Thunk .... it must be such a fit that 
it is apparently harder to loosen it than it 
was to tighten it on. At least it will feel that 
way! 

At the present time there is another 
Ruger #1 in our shop, to have all of the 
above changes made. Either this one or 
the next one will have an entire new 
hammer system installed, along with a 
new spring system. | have the shapes 
worked out in my mind. We are testing the 
above alterations to see what changes 
need revisions before we proceed with 
further change. We won't have a handle 
on how much we have improved the 
critters until we get a few more in the field, 
in the hands of capable experimenters, 
and they have a reasonable time to shake 
them down. Perhaps in a year or so 
people will be commenting that we have 
indeed improved those #1’s. 

These actions, like the model 70’s and 
Mausers, should have the threads on the 
barrel fit square and close to the receiver 
threads. Few of us have a lathe with a 
large enough hole to recut the receiver 
threads, as mentioned by Bob Brackney 
inissues #51 and 52 of RIFLE magazine. 
Also, sO many Mausers have a case- 
hardened surface; the HRC-56 hardness 
on many model 70 receivers stop one 
from recutting their threads also. 

All of this brings me to point out.... 
the accuracy gunmaker, like the pro- 
fessional gambler, does all he can to 
negate ‘‘luck’’.

The development of the PPC had 
stymied the further growth of the accu- 
racy search due to the accuracy ad- 
vantages that have been introduced by 
the cartridge. The thing we need to 
consider is that the cartridge is good... . 
but it is still extremely wind sensitive. The 


development of a new cartridge/bullet 
combination can sure lead to further 
shrinking the existing world records. The 
.308 Win. using 41 grains of H4895 and 
168 grain Sierra Match Kings has long 
been a favorite for bucking the wind but 
the recoil level is undesirable in the heavy

have been caused by many things, even the shooter.

varmint and sporter rifles. It could even 
be considered too much in the 25 pound 
class by some. 

The object of a search for a 
cartridge/bullet combination to reduce 
wind drift should be one that keeps recoil 
at a level not higher than a 6PPC in a 10% 
pound gun and should provide a sig- 
nificant advantage over the PPC. 

Chart 1 lists a number of cartridge and 
bullet combinations for a 25# rifle with 
the associated recoil force, relative 
theoretical recoil distance, wind drift ina 
10 m.p.h. cross range wind change, re- 
quired twist and bullet eccentricity that 
provides a one minute bullet dispersion. 
Chart 2 shows the same data for a 10% 
pound rifle. An explanation of each of the 
columns in the charts is given below. 

The recoil force is shown in foot- 
pounds of force and is fairly straight 
forward in terms of understanding. It is 
the energy of recoil for an unrestrained 
rifle when fired at the velocity as listed in 
the chart. The recoil distance is the 
relative theoretical distance of recoil 
while the bullet is still in the barrel. The 
absolute distance is larger, but since the 
actual bullet accelerations aren't known, 
| have used the average velocity of the 
bullet in the barrel as one-half of the 
muzzle velocity. It may not be absolutely 
correct, but the relative difference be- 
tween cartridges and rifles using this 
formula will be accurate. The wind drift in 
a 10 m.p.h. wind change for cross range 
winds was taken from the Sierra bullets 
manual, Second Edition. This is one of 
the primary factors that the article deals 
with and is the true measure of wind 
buckin’ resistance. The required twist is 
listed, since rate of twist has a very 
distinct impact on accuracy as will be 
explained later. The last column is the 
amount of error required in a bullet's 
center gravity in relation to that bullet's 
axis of rotation that would provide a 
minute of angle bullet dispersion. This 
dispersion is caused by static imbalance 
and one minute of angle was used to 
make the numbers more usable and 
understandable.

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The 6PPC is shot very successfully by 
a number of shooters in 10¥2 pound guns. 
Therefore, the recoil produced by such a 
gun was picked as a level desirable for 
use as a Standard of comparison for any 
new cartridges or cartridge/bullet com- 
binations. 

My search for the theoretically good 
cartridge/bullet combination initially led 
me away from the .308 since no matter 
what bullet | selected for the .308, the 
recoil level almost always came out to be 
the same. The recoil level of a .308 Win. 
shooting a 168 grain bullet at 2,550 feet 
per second is about 4.45 pounds in a 25 
pound gun. This is somewhat above the 
3.45 foot pounds of a 10/2 pound PPC but 
is not uncomfortable to shoot. | found 
that the existing 168 grain, 150 grain, and 
125 grain bullets all produced approxi- 
mately the same recoil and the same wind 
drift as shown by the chart. With these 
thoughts in mind and not desiring to 
increase recoil by changing to a larger 
cartridge, | began looking at more bal- 
listically efficient calibers such as the 
7MM and the 6.5 MM. A quick look 
through various loading manuals at dif- 
ferent 7MM cartridges showed that recoil 
increased by 15% to get an increase in 
wind bucking resistance of 34%. Cer- 
tainly, the wind resistance was desirable 
but recoil was starting to look uncom- 
fortable so the perusal went to the 
6.5MM. The 6.5x55 Swedish is known as 
an accurate round and the calculations 
showed a potential wind resistance im- 
provement over the .308 Win/168 grain 
combination of 18% with a recoil 
reduction of 17%2%. In fact the recoil of 
the 6.5 Swedish shooting a 140 Match 
King at 2700 f.p.s. in a 25# gun is about 
the same as shooting a 10% pound 
6PPC. 

It was then thought that the 6.5x55 
could be improved by decreasing the 
body taper and increasing the shoulder 
angle to 30°. That would provide addi- 
tional case capacity and possibly allow 
more velocity. 

The 6.5MM bullets have been around 
for some time and it was decided that

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deeper research had to be done to decide 
why the benchrest sport had not made 
more use of it. An article written by E. H. 
Harrison for The American Rifleman 
(Nov., 1965) was read to more fully 
understand the impact of twists on ac- 
curacy because of the consideration that 
the 6.5MM bullets require a faster twist. 
The required twists for each of the cal- 
ibers considered were then calculated 
using Warren Page’s twist chart (refer to 
chart 3). It then became clear what the 
drawbacks are of the 6.5MM and 7MM 
heavy bullets. 

There are four factors impacted upon 
by twist. These four factors are bullet 
static imbalance, bullet dynamic imbal- 
ance, bullet yaw in barrel and bullet ro- 
tational stability. To help the first three 
items: impact on accuracy — one uses a 
slower twist. To impact on the last factor 
one uses a faster twist. Once a bullet is 
stabilized rotationally, the other factors 
become the primary consideration. 
Therefore, to achieve maximum accu- 
racy, the slowest possible twist that 


rotationally stabilizes the bullet should be 
used. 

The effect of barrel twist rate on ac- 
curacy for static imbalance can be re- 
presented by a simple mathematical 
expression as derived by Mr. Harrison in 
his fine article. The amount of imbalance 
required to displace a set of bullets one 
minute of angle can be expressed at 
E=0.000046 P, where P is the rate of 
twist in inches. Note from chart 1 that it 
requires the mass center of a 6MM, 69 
grain bullet to be 0.00064 inches from the 
center of rotation in a 14-inch twist barrel 
to result in a one minute dispersion while 
it only requires an imbalance of 0.00037 
inch in a 6.5MM, 140 grain bullet to 
provide the same dispersion. In other 
words, the 6.5MM, 140 grain bullet has 
to be almost twice as good as the 6MM, 
69 grain bullet to result in the same 
accuracy. Now let us look at it a little 
differently. A lot of 6MM, 69 grain bullets 
equal in quality to a lot of 6.5MM, 140 
grain bullets shot at the velocities listed

in the chart will shoot almost twice as 
accurate as the 6.5MM, 140 grain bullets. 

Alas, the reason for the lack of pop- 
ularity of the 6.5MM, and 7MM bullets 
becomes apparent. Similar problems can 
be expected from longer 22 caliber and 
6MM bullets. 

The thought of slower twists in the 30 
caliber arena then came to mind. A closer 
look through reloading manuals showed 
a bullet earlier overlooked — the 110 
grain 308. The bullet only requires a twist 
of 26 inches to be stabilized at 3300 feet 
per second and the recoil level of 4.22 
foot pounds in the 25 pound gun would 
be bearable. The 110 grain bullet of equal 
quality to a 6MM, 69 grain shot in a 14” 
twist would theoretically shoot almost 
twice as accurate in the 26 inch twist. 

But, alas, all cannot be perfect. The 
little 110 Sierra has a bullet drift of 1.43 
inches in a 10 m.p.h. wind change at 100 
yards. This is 0.40 inch more than the 
6PPC and 22PPC. Therefore, all of this 
leads me back to the 6PPC and 22PPC. 
With current bullet and cartridge tech- 
nology, | believe we would do best to stay 
with these cartridges. Some advantage 
may be gained by further pushing the 
twist on both calibers to the slowest 
possible. The lighter 6MM bullets (60 to 
63 grains) may be pushed fast enough to 
make a 15 inch twist possible. 

The longer 22 and 6MM bullets (80 to 
100 grain) will require a faster twist. 
Therefore, bullet quality would have to 
improve to maintain equal accuracy 
levels. | intend to stick with the PPC’s for 
now, in fact, based on the info on the 
attached chart, | may change to 22PPC.

If you can afford it, | would suggest that 
you keep the humidity below 50% relative 
and the temperature below 70°F. 

The best ranges have the shooters 
facing North. The height of your back 
stop depends a lot on what safety range 
you have in back of the back stop and 
how carefully the shooter using the back 
stop handles his firearms. My back stop 
is only about 4 feet high, but | have a safe 
range in back of about 2 miles plus a

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bullets, | find fairly large differences in 
technique. For instance, Allie Euber tells 
me he uses quite a bit of lubricant for the 


forming operation. | have always 
maintained that the most uniform results 
are obtained with the least amount of 
lubricant possible. 

Adding a little castor oil to the hydrous 
lanolin makes it easier to distribute 
evenly. A tumbling barrel which runs at a 
reasonably slow speed, around one 
revolution per second or less, is of value 
in lubricationg the core seated jackets 
before forming. Put the lubricant on small 
patches of flannel. 

If jackets have oxide internally, it can 
be removed usually with white vinegar. 
First remove all grease from the jackets 
with a solvent such as triolorathylene or 
equivalent. Than soak them in white 
vinegar for as long as necessary. Then 
wash with water and dish washing de- 
tergent and rinse. Dry in the oven at not 
more than 200°F. 

Making short boat-tail bullets is a 
means of retrieving reasonably poor 
jackets. When jackets are used with 
variations in sidewall thickness over 
.0004” the base radius on flat-base 
bullets is affected. Variations at this 
corner only add to the poor accuracy 
caused by side wall variation. Moving the 
rear release corner up the side wall with 
a short boat-tail helps to alleviate non- 
uniformity. 

If you choose this method, you will 
need boat-tail punches and a core seater 
with boat-tail. Personally | like good 
jackets. 

Incidently the cylindrical portion and 
the boat-tail cavity in punches must be 
made at the same set up. Even .0001” run 
out is not tolerable in boat-tail punches. 

If jacket lengths are uniform, say inside 
of .002” variation, a reasonable measure 
of diameter uniformity is available in the 
length of the formed bullets. In general 
the lengths should not very more than 
about .005”.

Dear Dave, 

| know that this is not benchrest 
shooting per se, but it seems like a 
country cousin at least, so | thought that 
you might be interested in a few words on 
the subject. 

About three years ago, with the 
guidance of Bob Pease, we started a 
benchrest pistol club, shooting at 25 and 
50 yards for score. In the ensuing three 
years we have made changes, added 
firing points, and gradually refined our 
procedures. 

At the moment our basic ‘‘wheel gun’”’ 
(or revolver, if you prefer) is a six inch 
barrel .357 Mag. They shoot 25 yards for 
score on the 200 yard hunter class target, 
two shots per bullseye, 40 shots per 
match, for a possible 400 score. 

In the single shot class we find the 
Thompson Contenders and Remington 
XP-100’s. We have no graded classes, 
you're all in this together, fellows! We 
shoot off the bench rest at 50 yards, with 
scope, of course, using the 100 yard 
hunter class target. ... one shot per bull, 
total of 20 shots for a possible 200 score.

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A Look At The Bolt 


The bolt in our rifle is a mighty im- 
portant assembly. First, it is all that 
stands between us and some fifty 
thousand pounds of pressure shortly 
after the firing pin lights up the primer. 
Second, any misalignment of the bolt 
body or its face has been proven to be 
detrimental to accuracy. We tend to put 
the bolt out of our mind once the face is 
trued up, the lugs lapped into action and 
the firing pin checked for proper pro- 
trusion. The following will be devoted to 
some thoughts I'd like to share about 
additional areas that have been found to 
be troublesome in obtaining top accuracy 
from rifles that would not perform at 
expected leveis. Some or all have been 
experienced by anyone that has been a 
benchrest competitor for very many 
years and by all who build and tune up our 
match rifles. 

Most of the bolts that are in use today 
are Remington bolts or bolts made along 
the same line. Removing the firing pin 
assembly is little more than a minor 
troublesome operation. However, a tool 
to remove the firing pin assembly without 
any trouble has been made up by Ken 
Kleinendorst (48 Taylortown Rad., 
Montville, NJ 07045) for several years. It

It 
will work on any bolt which has a Re- 
mington type bolt plug (often called the 
bolt shroud). The firing pin assembly can 
be removed in seconds for cleaning or 
inspection with Ken’s firing pin remover 
and after having one | would not be 
without one. It is priced at $16.95. 

Once the firing pin assembly is re- 
moved from the bolt body and we have 
need to disassemble the firing pin as- 
sembly to replace the firing pin, main 
spring or install one of A. L. Davidson’s 
lightweight bolt plugs, we run into a task 
that is somewhat trying. Davidson’s light 
weight bolt plug is a nifty way of removing 
some weight from a rifle that is crowding 
weight limitations, by the way. To remove 
any of the above three items, we must 
overcome the force of the mainspring, 
depress the firing pin to the rear enough 
to clear the bolt plug and expose the pin 
that holds the firing pin in the firing pin 
head. And while holding this pressure we 
must drive the pin out. Three hands 
would help. And when putting the as- 
sembly back together, we find we have a 
real ball of wax.

| found a jig laying on the bench that takes 
care of this little task just dandy. The jig 
body is five inches long and made up on 
one inch aluminum stock. It is threaded 
at one end to accept the thread on the 
bolt plug. The other has a threaded 
plunger with a ‘‘T’’ handle. To use, the 
threaded plunger is backed off, the bolt 
plug screwed into the jig body, the 
threaded plunger screwed in. This de- 
pressed the main spring and pushes the 
firing pin and firing pin head out the back 
of the bolt plug. The cross pin is exposed 
and we have both hands available to drive 
out the pin. Take the pressure off by 
backing out the threaded plunger and 
screw out the bolt plug. Just reverse the 
procedure to reassemble. This is slick as 
a greased pig and this jig is another item 
| wouldn’t be without after having it in the 
shop. Seely will make these up for $16.00 
and it is worth every penny first time a 
firing pin assembly has to be disas- 
sembled. 

When the bolt is closed on a Remington 
type action and bolt, the amount of 
rotation is controlled by the location of 
the bolt handle on the bolt body. The 
handle is silver soldered onto the body

clearances between the bolt body and the 
firing pin head is depending on the proper 
location of the bolt handle. Unfortunately, 
when the bolt and handle are set up in the 
jig to complete the silver soldering op- 
eration, proper care is not always taken 
to assure proper orientation and the bolt 
rotates too much or too little. This can 
make a rifle shoot wild as a goose in heat 


and will drive you a little bananas trying 
to trouble shoot the cause. Case in point.

common result of his labor. This rifle, 
however, started off a real dud and was 
not the high point of his recent activities. 

After a fair amount of trouble shooting, 
testing on the bench and major exercising 
in the proper use and application of four 
letter words it was found that the bolt 
handle was improperly orientated and the 
bolt was turning too far. This resulted in 
the firing pin head making contact with 
the bolt body and sliding along the 
matching parallel bolt body surface. This 
resulted in restricting the firing pins 
forward movement enough to cause 
improper primer ignition. The bolt body 
was ground back to acquire proper 
clearance and the rifle shot the kind of 
groups that win matches.

The same type of primer ignition 
shortcomings can be caused by a mal- 
function at the front of the bolt. When the 
bolt is opened and the firing pin head is 
cammed on the bolt body incline at the 
rear of the bolt the firing pin is retracted 
into the firing pin hole at the bolt face. The 
bolt is designed to hold the pin centered 
in the bolt face. However, there are bolts 
about in which the thickness of the bolt 
face is short and the pin is retracted 
completely out of the hole. There is 
nothing to assure the pin is centered 
when the rifle is fired. This in turn can 
result in the end of the firing pin making 
contact with the inside entrance of the 
hole through the bolt face. In addition to 
restricting the force of the mainspring,

over a period of time the pin is worn and 
the inside entrance of the hole is partly 
peened closed. This condition will make 
a rifle shoot wild as anything and is a devil 
of a thing to identify as the cause. | 
wonder how many barrels have been 
removed because of this little gem? 

Main springs are a fairly trouble free 
part. When we have the firing pin as- 
sembly out of the bolt body we might 
inspect for signs of rubbing of the spring 
on the inside of the bolt body which might 
indicate a flaw in the temper in part of the 
spring resulting in excessive bowing of 
the spring. | think the inside of the bolt 
body and the firing pin assembly should 
be dry and without lub to prevent a build 
up of carbon and dirt. Some grease on the 
threads of the bolt plug is called for to 
prevent wear and assure smooth oper- 
ation of the bolt.

reading as the minimum spring pressure. 
We continue to press down for full spring 
compression and take our maximum 
spring force. The minimum reading will 
usually run about 17 - 19 pounds, the 
maximum 23 - 25 pounds. Since most 
bathroom scales are something other 
than perfect, the two readings can be 
used as a guide. Spot checking yearly, we 
might just pick up a spring that has lost 
its old pazazz and needs replacing. 

Firing pin tip condition and protrusion 
is worthy of a yearly check and anytime 
we are involved in touble shooting. Both 
should be within rather narrow limits. Any 
of our custom gunsmiths at a match can 
check it out in short order and set our 
mind at ease. 


George Fullmer on Al Weber (the maker 
of the much respected Weber action): 
Several times Al Weber hired machinists 
to help with the Weber. action manu- 
facture. He would show them, ‘‘See this 
is to be cut to .700 inch.’’ Back would 
come the reply, ‘‘Okay, what’s the 
tolerance?” followed by Weber’s reply, 
“There is no ‘tolerance’; that is why we 
have dial indicators. You go in until it 
reads .700, and STOP.” Al would go 
about the shop making something else; 
soon he would look up and the fellow with 
his tools would be GONE.

Interchangeable Chambers 


by George Fullmer 


the lock up system. A re-cut of the 
threads is nice, but a lot of customers 
think that his gunsmith is just trying to run 
up the bill. To get a smooth ‘‘square with 
the bolt ways” lug seat, one can take a 
piece of aluminum . . . . center both ends 
....turn one end just under .701 for about 
five inches, a section just under 1.00 inch 
with rounded corner for three inches, 
then a stub about .250 inch for power 
hand drill. Boring the receiver face, as 
discussed in Bob Brackney’s article in 
#51 RIFLE magazine, unless one does a 
recut job on the threads, is time con- 
suming, and can score the receiver blue 
job if held in the steady rest. 

The aluminum rod, using coarse to fine 
lapping. compound, guided by the .701 
pilot, will square up and polish Granny’s 
face to a fare-thee-well, and the old girl 
will love her bolt uplift. A final lapping with 
your FINEST lapping compound, and the 
bolt lugs cleanly faced off with a SHARP 
toolbit will leave Granny happier than the 
night of her Senior Prom. Before 
changing lapping compounds, it is well to 
lightly face off the aluminum... . and 
clean it. It is most certainly not recom- 
mended that any lapping compound be 
used on the pilot. 

We now have an action ready to receive 
its barrel. In our shop the receiver is faced 
square to the bolt ways. A TEST piece 
is inserted that has composite thread 
dimensions. All Remington 700 actions fit 
closely at some place on this thread. | can 
measure from a shoulder on this piece to 
the shoulder of the receiver four places 
equidistant around and ascertain if the 
threads in the receiver are run in true. 
Let's make it darn clear... . all threads 
are cut to contact ONLY ON THEIR 
FLANKS. The number of threads out of 
line will remain a secret between the 
manufacturer and!.... since we deal so 
often with Remington actions, we have a 
tendency to remember how many of their 
actions had this problem... . huh! You 
ought to work with a few Remington's 
competitors a bit! 

How you arrive at a fit so that the barrel

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pulls up so that the squared receiver, 
recoil lug, and barrel shoulder are all 
evenly square is outside the scope of this 
modest article... . just be sure that you 
do it. 

A previous article gives my clearances 
between bolt and counterbore barrel 
ends. Suffice it to say that the clearance 
of .004 on military rifle .308’s works well, 
and my rapid fire shooters do not appear 
to be getting excessive headspace. On 
the PPC cases | use .004 outer shoulder, 
.001 with .002 maximum inner shoulder 
to help the life of 220 brass. The 
counterbore is cut with a piloted 
counterbore that is .700 at the start, and 
.695 inner contact diameter. This is the 
counterbore size; one should note that 
even with a tight pilot it will cut slightly 
large... .mine has a .22 pilot shank and 
| have pilot bushings bore size and bore 
size minus .0005 to match it. 

The rough out of the chamber is next. 
| use counterbores made by Red Elliott 
with a slow twist to facilitate the removal 
of chips; these are stepped and all except 
the one for .25-06 are with .22 bushing 
size. The .25-06 has a 6mm pilot. These 
handle .222 Remington head sizes, a 
25/64th, a 27/64th, a .25-06 for .308 and 
.06 cases, and a .264 Winchester for H 
& H cases. The depth that these are run 
in is governed by the scale on the 
tailstock. These fit the above bushings. 

Next, using a size die reamer (if 
available), the chamber is cut to within 
.050-.080 using the headspace gauge 
and a one inch dial indicator set up. The 
finished reamer is then run in using the 
dial indicator and headspace gauge to 
within .005-.008 of final depth. Every- 
thing is then taken out, and assembled 
semi-tight. If all is to satisfaction, the 
barrel is cut to size, and crowned. 

The works is then assembled, recoil lug 
checked for position, a 4-28 screw 
instock screw hole and a small Starrett 
square is a good method; Harvey Miller 
used a scribed line on receiver and lug, 
done before disassembly . . . . both 
methods are good. The barrel is then 
pulled to final tightness. 

Since the multiple-barrel-on-one- 
action concept became popular, we no 
longer risk getting a hernia drawing 
barrels up tight. But if it is not a multiple 
barrel set-up, we endeavor to make 
certain that the barrel does not drop off

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and become lost on the proud owner’s 
first trip to the range. 

Now the last .005-.008 is taken out by 
hand, as the V-thread tends to collapse 
the chamber when drawn up close. By 
going SLOW and taking that last bit until 
the bolt will JUST CLOSE on your go 
gauge, one SHOULD have the ULTI- 
MATE FIT. Here, as fast as Fullmer fi- 
nances allow, | am ordering GO plus .001 
gauges; the .001 then becomes the no-go 
gauge. It really works neat! 

You can see from the above... . good 
reamers are regarded as JEWELS .... 
the utmost care is taken of them. My own 
have never been handled by anyone other 
than myself except once, when daughter 
Lois made her own rifle . . . . which 
occasion | have written about previously. 
The life of the finish reamer, when using 
this system, appears to be just a tad short 
of forever. 

Chambers are cut here as the reamer 
cuts them, period. There have been only 
six chambers polished in the last 2000 or 
more jobs . . . . when two barrelmakers 
whose products we use here were each 
experimenting with some special steels 

. each of which was considered a 
failure, and dropped from their product 
line like a hot potato. 

Present steels, when cut with good 


reamers, properly maintained, at slow 
speed, and with lavish use of a good 
sulphur based cutting oil, should cut a 
clean, precise chamber. If it does not, 
stop immediately, and find out what is 
wrong. 

Be very careful to make only one 
change at a time. A new special size 
reamer received from Henriksen picked 
up a chip and scored a chamber slightly. 
Back it went with a letter... . ““WHY?”. 
Hugh patiently went over the reamer, it 
checked out just fine from every view- 
point. Then | remembered, | was also 
trying out a new cutting fluid that had 
come highly recommended. That cutting 
fluid is good, but not for chamber 
reaming, the way | was using it. Yes, 
yours truly did feet like the south end of 
a north bound horse. 

Finally, if one of your chambers is a 
set-back factory chrome-moly barrel 
whose entire chamber has been cut with 
YOUR reamer, and another of chambers, 
cut with the same reamer is 410-416 
stainless .... normally these steels have 
different cutting ratios, and the two 
chambers, while awful close, still will not 
be true duplicates. MATCO has a 
chrome-moly steel that we are experi- 
menting with, to see if the cutting ratio is 
the same, but it’s too early to be certain.

Letter to Editor 


Dear David: 

In early September Marcy Lyons, 
Weldon Laviolette, Louis Langlinais, and 
| were getting in a little practice for the 
Hunter Rifle Nationals. 

We were shooting on our 200 yds. 
range which is in a heavily wooded area. 
The weather was cool with no wind. As 
so often happens, we would get four 
shots in a very good group, and one 
would widen it up. We discussed and 
cussed possible unseen conditions as we 
experimented with powders, seating, etc. 

The grass in front of the bench was 
rather tall, and while observing the other 
shooters, | noticed a strange occurrence. 
The gas blast from the muzzle would 
occasionally veer heavily to the left or 
right. | mentioned this and we started 
watching. 

Everytime we observed a veer in the 
muzzle gas flow, that shot enlarged the 
group. We were able to call the shooter’s 
shots by watchng the reaction of the 
grass to the shot. This occurred with 
several types of powder and seating 
depths. 

My question is, ‘‘What variable is 
causing this effect, and how do we 
correct it?”’ 

Could it be primers? Could one side of 
the powder charge be igniting before the 
other? Has anyone else noticed this ef- 
fect, and what are their thoughts on this 
problem? 

Don't misunderstand me, the groups 
were not grossly enlarged, but it was 
noticeable. It occurred only when the 
muzzle gas flow was erratic. Maybe if 
others are interested in this effect, they

can watch someone shoot to see if they 
notice the same thing. The lack of tall 
grass could be overcome by hanging 
string or paper strips from the bench to 
about 10’ in front of the bench and to each 
side. 

Anything that we can do to improve 
groups is valuable even though this is a 
very minor effect that | have observed. 

My biggest question is ‘‘Why does it 
occur and how do we correct it?’’

If you have questions about 
your individual tally forward a copy of 
your points tally with supporting shoot 
reports to Glenn Price at the address 
listed in the June issue. Glenn will check 
against his records and advise you of the 
correct number of points. The IBS sec- 
tion of the August issue should carry a 
short article explaining the entire Preci- 
sion Rifleman Awards program. 

IBS shooters are also eligible to receive 
Range Aggregate patches for winning 
individual range events. The patches are 
given for winners of each class (LV, HV, 
HB, Sporter, Master) for each distance 
fired at a registered event. The patches 
during previous years were forwarded to 
the shooters by the Second Vice Presi- 
dent after receiving match reports. If you 
have not received a patch for winning a 
single distance event in a season prior to 
1983, send a copy of the shoot report to 
the Second Vice President, Howie Levy, 
requesting the patches. Beginning with 
the 1983 season, the patches will be 
given out by the CLUB DIRECTORS AT 
THE MATCH. The patches for the 1983 
matches are now in the hands of the Club 
Directors. 

It is hoped that the above information 
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is helpful. If anyone has any questions 

about the Awards Program they should 
contact Howie Levy or myself.
